Growing orchid seedlings is likewise no haphazard matter, 
especially since these plants shall have to compete in a market 
where standards are rising year after year.

It is, 
therefore, necessary to have an extensive and carefully selected 
group of stud plants before crosses of real merit can be at- 
tempted.

ALEXANDERI, WESTONBIRT variety, F.C.C., R.H.S. x PERI, V. F. 


A clear butter yellow with the heaviest texture and very round in shape. The lip is 
prettily and distinctly decorated in bold carmine. The flowers have good size and are 
well distributed on the spike. This is a combination of two outstanding parents. We 
like this one very much. 


ANNA, No. 604 (Alexanderi, Albens x Mary Sander) 


Distinctly lovely — a clear white flower of fine form, size and substance with a lip 
boldly marked in carmine. A good grower and a free bloomer. 


AUREOLE, variety Capistrano. (Alexanderi, Westonbirt var. F.C.C., R.H.S., 
x Auriga, F.V.) 


Fine large flowers of lovely clear yellow throughout, the lip vividly marked in vivid 
scarlet. This is a reliable bloomer, having flowered year after year for us. Aureole 
is an outstanding addition to any collection. This splendid variety invariably causes 
much favorable comment from visitors to our nursery. 


BALKIS, B.-107 (Alexanderi, Westonbirt variety, F.C.C., R.H.S., x Rosanna.) 


Superb large white flowers of excellent form and substance with a butterfly lip heavily 
dotted with crimson. The markings on the lip offer such a vivid contrast with the white 
petals as to give the appearance of a red and white flower at first glance. 


BLUE SMOKE, variety PERNOD. No. 636. (Lowanium, Pitts variety, x Mirabel.) 


Green cymbidiums are in demand and Blue Smoke is one of the most sought after of 
the greens. This variety has a clear firm green color with a handsomely decorated 
lip in rose carmine. It is an exceptionally good grower and blooms freely and reli- 
ably. The flowers are well placed on the spikes. The shape and texture are both good. 


BODMIN MOOR, variety Redbreast, No. 603. (Alexanderi, Westonbirt, F.C.C., 
R.H.S., x Erica Sander.) 


This is a fine clear golden yellow of the heaviest substance — its wide sepals and 
petals open without any trace of hooding. The lip is beautifully dotted in rich crimson.

The flowers are light pink with deeper 
pink veining and a rose pink edging on both sepals and petals. The butterfly lip is 
tastefully decorated in distinct crimson dots. The shape and substance is excellent. 
For us it blooms with a number of spikes year after year. 


CLARE ARMSTRONG, No. 320. (Alexanderi, Westonbirt variety F.C.C., R.H.S., 
x Mirella.) 
A splendid form of this fine and vigorous cymbidium bearing grand spikes of large 


and handsome flowers. Cream white flowers with beautifully decorated lip in rose- 
carmine. A very popular variety. 


FLORYI, variety Golden Albatross. (eburneo-Lowianum x grandiflorum.) 


This green-gold flower is as graceful as a bird in flight. Its extremely long sepals 
and petals form a star-shaped flower, centering in a long yellow lip with the outline 
of a butterfly in Indian Red dots. A great favorite for corsages. 


GRETA, variety Delight. No. 633. (Baldur x Ceres, F. J. Hanbury.) 


Superb variety of a splendid hybrid. The flowers are large and impressive, of thick 
texture and a most attractive warm coloring. The sepals and petals are flushed rose 
on a ground of rich ivory, the lip flushed deeper rose and distinctly bloched rose-red, 
while the crests and column are old gold. 


JUNGFRAU, variety Blush. No. 628. (Alexanderi, Westonbirt, F.C.C., R.H.S., 
x Eagle, F.V.) 
These two parents have combined to produce one of the finest of our white hybrids. 
The richness and purity of these flowers are characteristic features. They have size, 


shape, texture and effectively display the blooms on fine long spikes. This is a very 
lovely variety with a delicate rose flushing over white. 


LAPWING, Special. No. 706. (Butterfly x Miranda.) 


This cross again demonstrates that Miranda is a good parent. The greenish-white flowers 
open beautifully, showing a butterfly lip marked with a red V and red dots. This classes 
with our finest flowers. 


PERI. (Pauwelsii, variety Compte de Hemptine x Pres. Wilson.) 


In our opinion one of the very best. Strong growers, free flowering, and dependable 
bloomers. We have an excellent collection in quite a range of colors. 


PHAROS, variety Paragon. A.M., R.H.S., and Tufton’s Cup. (Warbler, Westonbirt 
variety, A. M., R.H.S., x Flamingo, variety Aureum.) 


One of the finest of golden cymbidiums. This superb variety bears very large, shapely 
and heavy textured flowers on magnificent spikes. The sepals, petals and lip are 
glowing gold, the column is a lovely golden green and the crest old gold.

This is one of our outstanding yellows. The sepals and petals are of the heaviest 
substance, forming a most beautiful golden flower. The golden-yellow lip is marked 
with a crimson butterfly. A very vigorous grower and a reliable bloomer.
